Fortune telling: illegal. Ultimate fighting matches: outlawed. Silly String: banned. We couldn’t make 
up some of these weird laws that are actually on the books. 

OK, so maybe Hollywood can. In the “Footloose” remake starring Julianne Hough, which 
opened in theaters last week, dancing and loud music are banned in the fictional town of 
Bomont, Ga. 

Reality isn’t so far off 

Chicago once outlawed serving foie gras at restaurants; Park Ridge did not permit pro- 
fanity Both laws were repealed— the foie gras one in 2008 and the profanity one earlier 
this month. 

The fashion police arrived in Collinsville, 111 ., this summer. The city council mandated 
that pants worn by anybody on the streets fall no more than 3 inches below the hips. Rebels 
with sagging pants face a minimum $100 fine and up to 40 hours of community service. 

Now, Oak Park is talking about making eating while driving illegal. The Tribune reported that the 
ban could be considered next year when the Oak Park village trustees discuss the issue of distracted 
driving. There are many other quirky and out-of-date laws in cities and states elsewhere. RedEye

16-YEAR-OLD BOY KILLED, MOTHER 
SERIOUSLY INJURED IN AVONDALE ATTACK

A i6 -year-old boy was shot and killed and his 
mother seriously wounded when two masked 
men forced their way into the famil/s apart- 
ment in Avondale on Tuesday morning, au- 
thorities and family members said. 

Police had three people — two men and a 
woman suspected of being the getaway driv- 
er— in custody in connection with the attack, 
which took place in the 3400 block of North 
T^wndale Avenue around 8:40 a*m., authori- 
ties said The three were caught by police just 
blocks from the house. 

Police said the attack was an attempt to rob 
the family but offered few other details. 

'The 16 -year-old vie ti m, Andre Vasqueic , was 
pronounced dead at Advocate Illinois Mason- 
ic Medical Center just hours after he was shot, 
authorities said. Ilis mother, Krystal Ileth- 
coat, 33, was in serious-to-critical condition at 
Illinois Ala sonic on Tuesday night. 

Andrews 14-year-old sister managed to es- 
cape the attack. She and her brother were 
preparing to leave for school, and one of them 


A RATTLED NEIGHBORHOOD 

The morning shooting shook up the 
Northwest Side neighborhood, which resi- 
dents described as quiet. The block where 
the family lives is lined with two-story, 
wood framed houses. It is across the street 
from a school and church. 


had just opened the apartment’s front door 
when two men barged in, according to the 
children’s aunt Tina Quinones, 36. 

“This is unreal,” Quinones said as she wait- 
ed with other family members outside the 
hospital. “I don’t understand why this would 
happen. They don’t have anything. There was 
no reason for this.” 

Andre was a sophomore at Carl Schur2 
High School, his aunt said. He was an ambi- 
tious student, who recently boasted to his 
family about a stellar progress report with all 
A’s and B’s, she said. 

“He was so proud of himself,” Quinones 
said.

Israeli soldier swapped 
for thousand Palestinians

GAZA STRIP AND JERUSALEM Israeli soldier Gilad Sha- 
lit and hundreds of Palestinians crossed IsraeTs borders 
in opposite directions Tuesday as a thousand-for-one 
prisoner swap brought joy to families but did little to 
case decades of conflict. 

In one of the biggest ever such exchanges between 
the two sides j a pale and gaunt Sgt* Shalit was flown to 
his parents' home in northern Israel after more than 
five years held incommunicado by TTamas in the Gaza 
Strip ^ while the first 477 of more than i,ooo Palestin- 
ians to be released under the bargain left Israeli jails for 
Gazaj the West Bank and abroad* 

Flag-waving crowds greeted long unseen loved ones 
as heroes and uncompromising talk on either side left 
few illusions for world leaders who urged Israel and the 
divided Palestinian factions to build on the long-await- 
ed bargain brokered by Germany and Fgypt to reopen 
wider peace negotiations. 

In an interview with Egyptian TW as he passed 
through on his way from Gaza, a visibly weak and 
dazed Shalit, 25, said of 5,000 Palestinians who remain 
in Israeli jails: “I hope this deal will promote peace be- 
tween Israel and the Palestinians.’^ 

In Cairo, where some of those released gathered be- 
fore being sent into enforced exile, llamas' supreme 
leader, K haled Meshaal, praised the actions that had 
led to some of them spending decades in prison and 
made clear the war was not over: 

“T'hose whose hands are and will remain on triggers 
are the honor of Palestine,” he said, promising eventual 
triumph. 

“Negotiation based on power forces the enemy to 
pay the price,” Meshaal said* have defeated the 
Israelis*” 

Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu, who 
faced some tough questions from fellow^ right-wingers 
after agreeing to free hundreds of those who attacked 
and killed Israelis over the years, had strong words for 
those released: 

Any who “returned to terror” would be “taking their 
life into their own hands,” said Netanyahu, who called 
it a “difficult day” for relatives of Israelis killed in vio- 
lence.

On "Soui Punk " 
the former Fall Out Boy frontman’s fuii- 
length solo debut, the Gienview native 
explodes with extravagant displays of 
synth, sax and dance grooves, revealing 
a funky side that was hidden away dur- 
ing the years he spent composing hooks 
for his band’s pop-punk tunes (and pre- 
viewed on his "Truant Wave” EP earlier 
this year). 

The new record’s intricate, tight melo- 
dies, where Stump has always excelled, 
overwhelm most complaints about the 
album-mainly that he needs to dial it 
back. Clocking in at over 8 minutes, "Run 
Dry (X Heart X Fingers)’’ is easily the best 
track on the album, even with its slightly 
cliched premise of how Stump got the 
worst hangover ever and his follow-up 
promise to "quit [drinking] forever, cross 
my fingers, cross my heart. ” The lyrics 
may be stuck in junior year of college- 
this is his first crack at writing, after all- 
bul the track is easily post-grad: 

8 minutes of pure dance and funk, includ- 
ing a mid-song breakdown with plenty of 
synth, heavy bass and Michael Jackson- 
esque sing-hiccupping. 

Comparisons to Jackson show up again 
in more aggressive R&B tracks such as 
"Greed,” but pop undercurrents in songs 
like "Spotlight (New Regrets),” "This City ” 
and "Allie” bring just enough of the old 
Stump to life to ease life-long fans into this 
radically different, and much improved, 
stage of the pop singer’s career.

Let’s refrain from labeling Wild Flag a “su- 
pergroup.” There’s no denying, though, the 
impressive indie-rock pedigree of the female 
foursome. 

Guitarist-songwriter Carrie Brownstein 
and drummer Janet Weiss were two-thirds 
of Pacific Northwest trio Sleater-Kinney: 
Brownstein’s co-frontwoman, Mary Timony 
formerly of Helium, also is a formidable ax- 
woman. And keyboard player Rebecca Cole is 
a veteran of the Elephant Six collective psy- 
chedelicists the Minders. 

Since Sleater-Kinney stopped making music 
half a decade ago, Brownstein has branched 
out, writing the insightful “Monitor Mix” blog 
for NPR Music, and starring/writing with Fred 
Armisen of “Saturday Night Live” on the sketch 
comedy show “Portlandia.” The IFC sho^y 
which returns Jan. 9, lovingly and hilariously 
skewers life in the Oregon urban bohemia. 

Brownstein, who played with Wild Flag 
at the Empty Bottle on Oct. 8-9, spoke by 
phone about the band, the music, the TV 
show and more. 

When Sleater-Kinney stopped playing in 
2006, did you have a plan? 

I think deep down the unofficial plan was 
to write. I didn’t have any musical goals in 
mind. But I always had other interests that I 
enjoyed— acting, writing— that I knew I was 


going to pursue. It took me awhile to reori- 
ent myself towards the world as not being the 
person from Sleater-Kinney And I was very 
deliberate about not wanting to leave my 
best years behind me. 

So what did you do? 

I worked in an ad agency for about six 
months. And that was really the only 9-to-5 
job I’ve ever had. I was completely unworthy 
of working there, and incapable. 

You’re very funny with Fred Armisen on 
“Portlandia.” Do you have a theater back- 
ground? 

As a kid, growing up in the suburbs of 
Seattle, I was very obsessed with acting and 
performing. I went to theater camp and I did 
drama, and I really thought that’s what I was 
going to do. But when I discovered music, it 
was like a wrecking ball that just obliterated 
every other interest I had. It was so immedi- 
ate, and so instantly gratifying. I got a guitar, 
and not literally but figuratively it was “I own 
this now” Music just took over. 

How did “Portlandia” happen? 

Fred and I would get together and do these 
little {comedy sketch] “Thunder Ant” videos, 
just for ourselves, really After about five years 
that helped Fred and I build up our chemis- 
try just like a band would.

Give this flavored vodka a chance 



We figured if we’re doing a flavored 
vodka, it needs to be interesting; it 
needs to be something you can’t make by 
just putting a piece of citrus in it.”

It’s time to unlearn everything we’ve come to as- 
sociate with flavored vodka: JoUy Rancher-like fla- 
vors unlikely to be found in nature, sticky-sweet 
aftertastes, vague ingredients (or lack thereof) 
that don’t reveal what you’re really drinking. 

Sol, the new citrus-and-chamomile-flavored 
vodka from North Shore Distillery is everything 
most mass-produced vodkas are not. 

“Most little guys are doing it right, using real 
ingredients,” said North Shore Distillery co- 
founder Sonja Kassebaum, who runs the Lake 
Bluff distillery with husband Derek. “But most 
flavored vodkas are just vodka and flavor {ex- 
tracts}. My thought on that is: If you want lemon 
vodka, put some lemon in your vodka.” 

Kassebaum jokes, but products such as Sol— 
flavored exclusively with natural ingredients (read: 
drinkable/edible goods found in nature)— are rare 
in the booze world, not to mention unique. 

Both in production and taste, Sol is far from 
an Absolut Citron or the like primarily because 
its flavor profile goes beyond citrus. The vodka 
was developed to showcase chamomile, and the 
Kassebaums worked on the product off and on 
for several years, ultimately using both Roman 
and German chamomile (the former being 


apple-y and sweet, the latter more fruity and 
floral). Valencia and other oranges, lemons and 
limes account for the citrus flavors, balanced by 
Ceylon cinnamon (or “true,” delicately flavored 
cinnamon) and allspice. 

“We didn’t want to do just a plain-old citrus 
vodka because there are some out there that do 
that fine already” Kassebaum said. “We figured if 
we’re doing a flavored vodka, it needs to be inter- 
esting; it needs to be something you can’t make 
by just putting a piece of citrus in it. We really 
wanted chamomile to be present not just in name 
only but in flavor. By the end {of the process] we 
felt like we had something unique that was dif- 
ferentiated from anything else out there.” 


Because North Shore’s process calls for the in- 
gredients to be infused before the distilling pro- 
cess, the flavor is sealed into the finished product 
as opposed to flavored after the fact. On the 
tongue, those citrus and chamomile notes seem 
to be delicately balanced with the vodka’s natural 
flavor, as opposed to overpowering it entirely As 
for the spices? They’re barely discernible. 

Kassebaum said that unlike their popular line 
of limited-edition spirits (2010’s was a pre-mixed 
Corpse Reviver No. 2), Sol is here to stay North 
Shore’s 2011 limited edition spirit still is in the 
works. 

“It’s a fall flavor, probably due out in about a 
month,” Kassebaum said.
